Hla brother tried to rescue 
him. but one car bad passed over the 
unfortunate puin before anything 
could be done and d««th waa Instan- 
taneous. 

Herman Bell was abou|pS<> y«Hira of 
age, unmarried and bad but recently 
moved with hla parents Into the Way- 
nesburs section, where his body was 
Uken for the intermenL which occur- 
red there Monday ariemotm 

The verdict of Coroner George V. 
Bright's Jury was in substance that 
the killing was the result of the boy's 
own recklessness, and that the rail- 
road company was In no way to 
blame.

STANFORD BOY BADLY CRIPPLED 
BY BIG FOUR TRAIN 

C IV Murphy, a former BtanforJ 
boy, and son of Mr W !<. Murphy, 
of this city, ani who married Mias 
Bessie Martin, of this city, was se- 
verely Injured on the Big Four mil- 
road near Wabash, Indiana, a sb«>rt 
lime ago. He Is a brakemsn on the 
Big Four. A Wabash psiiw’ describes 
the accident in which the young man 
lest hla right arm, as follows: 

O. D. Muipby, a Big Four brake- 
man. sns frightfully Injured while on 
bis run nt North Manchester Wednes- 
day evening and as a result he has 
lost hla right arm. the member being 
amputated at the shoulder

Realising that 
be was in great danger, the brakemas 
had enough presence of mind to push 
himself fr*im the car but In falling 
to the ground h'.s arm went under the 
wheels. 

The right arm was horribly mangled 
from the nngera to the elbow and It 
was Impossible to save the member. 
Murph) arose Just as th* train pass- 
ed him and he waved his left hand 
at the r<mr brskeman who wna on top 
of the train. Releasing the air, the 
train was stopped and toe Injured 
man was aaslsled to the caboose. The 
engine waa cut oR and coupled to the 
CM boose bringing Murphy to this city. 
He waa taken to the hospital where 
hts arm was amputated Just below the 
shoilder. This morning Murphy Is 
restlnr as well as could be expected, 
and the physicians state that unless 
complications arise, be will recover. 
Murphy has been working on the Big 
Fenir for three weeks, having come 
here from his home at Stanford. Ky. 
Ilfs wife was noUfled of the accident 
at once and arrived In Wabash over 
the Big Four this afternoon.

IS ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OPIN- 
ION ON SELLERS OF MALT 
MEAD DRINKS ETC 

As a result of sn opinion handed 
down by Attorney General Breathitt 
iJt Frankfort last week, the vendora of 
Malt Mead, Cream of Hops, Near Beer 
and other such drinks In Kentucky 
will have to |>ay the state liquor li- 
cense of 1250, for it Is held that sucu 
beverages do not come under the 
bead of "Boft" drinks inasmuch as 
they contain a certain per cent of al- 
cohol. A number ol dealers in Stan- 
ford and Lincoln county will be hard 
bit by this ruling, which It Is said, 
the .\udltor Intends to instruct the 
county clerks to rigidly enforce. 

Attorney General Breathitt holds 
that In local option territory alcoholic 
drinks ran not be sold under the soU 
drink license. The opinion says: 

"This departn-ent baa Just recelv jd 
a cninmunication from \ A. Hazel- 
rlgg. -:lerk of Montgomery County- 
Court, Htating that he has an applica- 
tion tor license to sell ‘Malt Mead* or 
‘Near Beer.' He states that it is claim 
ed this drink ran be sold under soft 
drink license b> reason of the alleged 
fact there is such a small or unap- 
preciable amount ot alcohol In same 
that It should come under this bead- 
ing. This department has passed up- 
■in this matter Anally to the eRect 
that drinks may not be told under the 
rott drink license that could produce 
intoxication. As local option terri- 
tory Increases In extent in this state. 
It is reasonable to anticipate that eu- 
dgavor will be made to place such 
drinks as are described before the 
public, and In such a way as to sub- 
ject those who may indulge In them 
lo no sort ot social condemnation; 
and Its alleged innocence will actuab 
ly prove more pernicious to the young 
If allowed, than the open saloon. Into 
which the same reopi* might never 
think of going. Until either the law 
or the higbeat court makes a disUnc- 
tlon authorising the sale of malt bev- 
erages containing alcohol. It will be 
the ruling of this department that 
they are jslsf 'allowable under a soft 
drink license, having that appreciable 
quantity, at all events. In them as 
would create even in large quantities 
any degree of Intoxication."

COLORED FIGHTER MAKES CHOP- 

. PING BLOCK OF HIM IN 15th . . . 

ROUND. 

Jack Johnson the colored champion, 
clinched bis title to the world's cham- 
pionship of the pugilistic arena when 
he decisively defeated the great re- 
tired champion James J. Jeffries in 
15 rounds at Reno, Nevada on the 
Fourth of July. 

While Jeffries was not actually 
I counted out be was saved only from 
'this crowning humiliation by his 
friends pleading with Johnson not to 
bit the fallen man again, and the tow- 
el w as brought into the ring from bis 
<x>mer. At the end of the fifteenth 
round Referee lex Rickard raised the 
black arm and the great crowd filed 
out glum aud silent 

Jeffries was dragged to Ids comer, 
bleeding from nose and mouth and a 
coxen cuts on his fare. He had a 
black closed eye and swollen teaturea 
and be held bis head in his hands 
dazed and incoherent. 

Johnson walked out of the ring 
without a mark on bis body, except 
a slight out on his lip, which was the 
opening of a wound received In train- 
ing. 

Ring experts agree that It was not 
even a championship fight. Jeffries 
hnd a chance in the second round 
(•erhaps, but after the sixth It w-as 
plain that be was weakened and oiil- 
clatsed In every point, and, after the 
(levenlh round. It waa hoiieless. 

it was the greatest demonstration 
the ring has ever seen of the failure 
of a "fighter to come back" after years 
of retirement The youth and science 
of the black man made Jeffries look 
like a green man. The great Jetfries 
was like a log. The reviled Johnson 
was like a black panther, beautifu* in 
his alertness and defensive tactics. 

Th« fifteenth round started with a 
clinch after Jeffrtes bad failed to land 
on the body. Johnson then tore loose 
and before the spoctabMa were pre- 
pared for the finish he had sent Jef- 
fries down with llghtning-llke left and 
right blows to the Jaw. Jeffries reel- 
ed and fell half way through the ropes 
on the West aide of the ring. Those 
near him saw that he had lost sense 
of his surroundings and that the faces 
at the ringside were a blur to him 
Hla Ume had come. He waa feeling 
what he had caused others to feel 
n the days ot hla youth and power. 

Johnson came over U» the spot and 
•tood poised over his adversary, his 
body ready for a left hook if Jeffries 
regained his teet. 

Jim Ckirbett. who twice bad gone 
down before Jetfries' blows, and wfo 
had stood In Jetfries’ corner all dur- 
ing the tight, telling lohnson what a 
fool he was and how he was in for the 
greatest beating of his life now ran for 
ward with outstretched arms, crying- 
"Oh go back don't hit him.” \ 

Jeffries painfully raised himself lo 
bis feet. His Jaws bad dropped, his 
eyes were nearly shut nnd his face 
was covered with blood. With tremb- 
ling legs and yielding arms he tried 
to put up a defense But he could not 
slop a terrlfflc right smash In the 
jaw, followed by two left books. He 
went down again. 

Jeffries physician and other friends 
Jumped into the ring. 

"Stop It,” they cried. "Don’t put 
the old fellow out." 

Sam Berger, Jeffries, manager ran 
along the ring calling to Bob Arm- 
strong- "Bring that towel you know 
what I mean — don’t let him get b"-" 

From Johnson’s corner hla seconds 
were calling to him to quit. Then the 
referee slopped the time-keeper, and 
it was all over. 

CHIEF JUSTICE FULLER DEAD. 

Chief Justice Melville W. Fuller of 
the United States Supreme Court, died 
of heart failure at his Summer home 
In Sorento, Me., Monday morning. 

The death ot the chlel JiisUce was 
entirely unexpected, aa he bad been 
in apparently good health lately. Sun- 
day he attended church as usual ami 
when he retired last night was to all 
appearances In his customary health. 

He was a democrat and appointed 
to the Bupreme bench by Cleveland.

POWER BOAT OF CONCRETE 
NOW BEING CONSTRUCTED 

ClnclanaU. O. — (Special.) — What 
probably will b« tha first boat ballt 
of conrrate navigating by Ita own 
power will aoon ba conatnictafi la 
this city for naa on tha Miami and 
Brie cnnal during tha Ohio Vallay 
Exposition, which opena Aug. 29 and 
closes Sept. 24. This boat will ba 
oulit on plans devlaed on information 
raceived from the United Staton War 
Dapartment la regard to the construc- 
tion of barges of concrete for use 
on the Panama canal work. It baa 
been found that barges of this kind 
can ba oonatructad more economical- 
ly than wooden barges, and that they 
are Just as asally bandied aa ordinary 
barges, with the advantage that they 
can ba more readily cleaned of sea 
parsaitas than sroodao bargen. ' Tha 
method of ronatrucUon la similar to 
that employed in erecting concrete 
buildings. In that tha concrete la 
spread over wire framework, making 
a perfectly rigid and waterproof aur 
lace throughout. 

It la planned to utilise this boat to 
tow pleasure barges, also constructed 
of concrete, on tbs cnnal during the 
Expoaltlon, the barges to be brilliant- 
ly Illuminated and each supplied with 
musicians, a sort of continuous water 
carnival being thus Inaugurated, the 
beauty of which . will be augmented 
of the can.xl and brilliant Illumination.
